Just wiiat this fact means has Ikmmi 
stated by J. E. IVnnypoeker, th** high­ 
way economist of the I ’lilted States of- 
floe of public roads, as follows: 
'The public roads throughout the 
country, which constitute the primary 
means of transportation for Nil agri­ 
cultural products, for many millions of 
tons of forest, mine ami manufactured 
products, ami which for a large |sr- 
centage of farmers are the only ave­ 
nues of transportation leading from the 
twilit of production to the i»olnt of con­ 
sumption or rail shipment, have been 
improved to only u slight extent. 
By 
reason of this fact the prevailing cost 
of banting over these roads is about 23 
cents |»er too mile. More than 350,(IOO,- 
(NM) tons are hauled over tin**** r»*ads 
each year, and the average haul Is 
ubout eight mile*, from which it can 
readily be seen that our annual Dill for 
hauling over the public r*mds is nearly 
$050,000,000. The cost i#er ton mile for 
hauling on hard surfaced rouds should 
not exceed l!i cents. It is therefore evi­ 
dent that lf our roads were adequately 
Improved a large annual saving in the 
cost of hauling would result" 
Tho difference between 23 anti 13 
cents is IO cents, which is the ton mile 
tax of poor roods which the city i»eo 
pie pay, for most of the hauling Is t*»- 
ward markets or shipping points, and 
the cost of this hauling la part of the 
total expense of products of the land 
to the consumer. 
The total is about 
$280,000,000. 
i\H»r roads put a much more serious 
drain on the townsman’s |KH*ketbook, 
however. His total Is costing him more 
every year, and he therefore has a very 
close personal Interest in having the 
agricultural lands farmed in such a 
way that they yield their largest re­ 
turns at the lowest working coat. This 
means more thau producing milk and 
vegetables at a low cost; it also In­ 
cludes raising at a low expense the 
wheat and com from which ills flour 
and meal are made, producing fowls 
aud hogs economically and reducing 
the cost of growing cotton. How many 
intelligent young men able to earn a 
good living In a city will live in the 
country if they have to travel through 
miles of mud or dust at decided phys­ 
ical discomfort In order to market their 
products, meet their friends or buy 
thetr supplies? How many young wo­ 
men w ill be willing to live in the coun­ 
try, where bad roads isolate them. 
with only the sparrow* for compan­ 
ions, with the doctor almost inacces­ 
sible, the schools hard for the children 
to reach and churchgoing a real labor? 
Yet if the townsman is to have the 
things he eats grown for bim efficiently 
and economically he must take his part 
iii making country life agreeable and 
profitable to these intelligent young 
people. It means a saving of dollar* 
and cents to him.
